1. NOUNS SUBSTANTIVE. 

The nonnff Substantive, according to their gender, 
are accompanied either by the masculine, or feminine, or 
neuter article. But the gender of substantives is in the 
German language quite arbitrary, and follows not any 
positive rule. It is therefore necessary to learn the 
gender by individual experience, and the best method 
for this purpose is this: that the Student in learning 
any new substantive, impresses upon his memory the 
article belonging to it ; this becomes the more necessary 
since several substantives being used in two different 
genders, adopt two different significations, which can 
not be discerned but by the respective article. 

The nouns substantive are declinable, and though it 
would be impossible to array them in declensions, like 
those of the Latin or Greek languages, a few rules may 
still be established to refer substantives to their proper 
mode of inflection or declension. They are as follow r 

a. All nouns substantive of the feminine gender remain 
unaltered in the Singular number throughout aU the 
cases ; in the Plural number ihey adopt, throughout all 
the cases, the letter n^ if the singular end in t, d, 
er : but if it end in any vowel but z, or in any consonant 
but tl, or er^they adopt en. Monosyllables ending 
with a consonant, form their Plural by adding the letter 
e, and changing their vowel into the corresponding 
diphthon g.

These rules, however generally acbnissable, are^never- 
theless submitted to several exceptions. But considering 
it more advantageous for the student to learn them by 
individual experience, their enumeration has been omitted.

3. IRREGULAR VERBS. 

The number of the irregular verbs, according to the 
ancient manner of writing, is much greater than that 
enumerated in the following list. Many of those irregu- 
larities may be considered as mere provincialisms, and it is 
a remarkable tendency of German literature observed in 
the best writers of the day, to reduce the number of irre- 
gular verbs, conjugating them as much as possible in a 
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uniform maimer. Those yerbs wbicb, acoordiDg to modem 
use, have become regular^ are omitted in the following 
enumeration. Likewise are omitted those verbs compound 
which are formed by placing one of the prefixed syllables, 
yet/ }fiX, &e,, (nr a prepooition before anotli^r verb,. contained 
un the list, as these verbs compound follow the conjugation 
of their roots ; observing, however, the rule above respect- 
ing the augment ge* 'Hie tenses omitted in the list are 
formed regularly.

The preterperfect and preterpluperfect tenses are 
generally formed by the auxiliary verb ffdb^Xl (to have,) 
several verbs however deviate from this general rule in 
forming these tenses by the auxiliary verb feptt/ (to be.) 
The best method of becoming acquainted with these ex- 
ceptions is to read attentively, and to print on the memory 
every forecoming case. It may be considered, however, 
as a general rule, that the auxiliary verb fepil/ is employed 
for forming the preterperfect and preterpluperfect of all 
those verbs* which signify a diange or transition from one 
personal condition to an other; or a motion horn, one 
place to another; while those verbs which signify an 
action (in the stricter sense) are constructed with l^abctt* 
The verb einfcl()Iafen (to fall asleep) for instance, signifies 
the transition from the state of waking into that of sleep- 
ing ; and it consequently forms the preterperfect tense ;

SIR WALTER RALEIGH. 

Sir Walter Raleigh was bom^ in the year 1552 ; he 
was an illustrious^ navigator^ and historian"^. He ren- 
dered* many services^ to Queen^ Elizabeth. During^ her 
reign^ he lived*** in prosperity** and honour*^. But on*' 
the accession^* of King James he was accused** of high 
treason*^, and was condeniLned*^ to death.*^ By*9 the 
intercession^^ of his friends he was reprieved,^* but he 
remained^* as a prisoner^^ in the Tower. There he 
wrote^* his History of the World,** which procured him 
his liberty .^^ The King then ordered him to explore^^ the 
golden mines of Guiana. In this expedition he had no 
success, 58 ainj on his return^^ to England he was appre- 
hended'^ and condenmed to death upon'* the former'* 
chai^" of high treason. He suffered'* the punishment'* 
of death with great coolness,'^ and with astonishing'^ 
fortitude'®. 



THE INTRODUCTION* OF TOBACCO* 
INTO ENGLAND. 

Tobacco was imported' into England by Sir Walter 
Raleigh. He was himself very fond* of smoking,^ but 

D 
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for a long time he concealed^ it, that he permitted® him- 
self to adopts this now common*" custom". An acci- 
dent** discovered 13 this circumstance.** He was one day 
smoking** a pipe, and forgot*^ that he had ordered his 
servant*^ to bring*8 a goblet^^ of ale ; the faithful«o at- 
tendant entered** suddenly,** and saw*^ his master** sur- 
rounded** with smoke.*^ He thought*^ Sir Walter Raleigh 
was on fire, and he endeavoured*^ to save*^ him ; for this 
purpose**^ he emptied'* the goblet of ale on his head. Then 
he rushed'* out'' of the room'* and called'* together the 
whole family. Thus the custom of Sir Walter's smoking 
was discovered. 



ALEXANDER THE GREAT. 

Alexander the Great was the son of Philip, King of 
Macedon. He was a man of great genius, but he had an 
unbounded* ambition.* One day he was asked' if he 
would* contend* at^ the Olympic games ;7 his reply« was, 
" I will i^ kings will be my competitors."*^ In every 
branch** of learning** he made great progress.*' The 
illustrious philosopher Aristotle was his tutor.** 

At a very early'* age*^ he was the most expert*^ horse- 
man*® at the court*9 of his father. 

He ascended*® the throne in the twentieth year of his 
age. He desired** the dominion** of the world, and he 
became master of the whole*' of Greece.** He over- 
turned** the empire*^ of Persia, and defeated*^ the King 
Darius in three great battles.*® He overrun*^ Asia 
Minor, '<> and extended'* his conquests'* as far" as 
India. His conquests were great and glorious,'* but his 
character was stained'* by great vices. 3^^ He murdered'^ 
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his friend Clytus, and destroyed^'s Persepolis by fire, while 
he was in a fit'9 of intoxication.^^ He died^^ at Babylon 
in the thirty-third year of his age; some** say*^ by 
poison,** others**^ by intemperance.*^ 



JULIUS CM&XR. 

Jmlius Caesar was a most distinguished^ man. He ^as 
an illustrious general, a great statesman, and a poUshed^ 
speaker.* His ambition excited* the suspicion^ of the 
dictator Sylla, who sought^ to remove? him ; but the 
assistance^ of his Mends savedd his life. 

He was sent^® as Roman^^ governor** into*' Spain ;** on 
his return he was chosen*^ Consul, and the province of 
Graui was assigned*^ to him. With*? wonderM*^ eon- 
duct' 9 and with constant*^ bravery** he subdued** that 
country** in ten years, and carried** the terror*^ of his 
name into*^ Great*? Britain, which then*® was unknown*^ 
to the Biomans.*^ 

These splendid** victories** excited the jealousy** of the 
Senate, who ordered him to lay** down his command.*^ 
He passed*^ over the Rubicon, the boundary*? of his pro- 
vince, and by this act declared*® war*9 to the highest*^ 
authority** of his country. In sixty days he subdued Italy 
and seized** the money** in the pubHc** treasury .** He 
conquered*^ Pompey, who stood*? at the head*® of an 
army*9 sent^ against Caesar by the Romans. In conse- 
quence'** of this victory he was made^* Dictator and re- 
ceived** the title of Emperor. His ambition created** a 
party against him, among whom was his friend Brutus 
and he was slain in the Senate-house. 
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MAHOMET. 

Mahomet was bom at Mecca, he was in his early^ days 
employed^ as a caravan driver^ between* Mecca and Da- 
mascus. At the age of twenty-eight he married,* and 
commenced his reUgious^ office.^ He then passed^ much 
time in a retreat^ near Mecca, where^^ he compiled^^ 
the Koran, with the assistances^ q{ ^ Persian^^ Jew^* 
and two christians. At the age of forty-two, he 
publicly 1^ declaredly himself as a prophet of GodJ^ 
His adversaries^d forced^*^ him to fly^i from Mecca to 
Medina. This event** is celebrated under the name of 
the Hegira, or flight ;*' from which the Mahometans 
date** their years. At Medina he assumed** the mihtary*<5 
as well as the religious character. He made many dis- 
ciples, *7 and assembled*^ a determined*^ and daring'** 
band. He excited their courage, and promised'i them a 
paradise filled'* with sensual'' dehghts,^* especially'* to 
those who fell'^ in the defence'^ of their rehgion. 

Mahomet taughf^ that there is one God. He acknow- 
ledged'9 the divine*^ authority of the mission*^ of Christ, 
but rejected** the doctrine*' of his divinity.** He con- 
quered all** Arabia, Syria, and other parts*^ of Asia. He 
died in 632, aged sixty-two. It is related,*^ that he was 
poisoned.*® His followers, *9 the Saracens and Turks 
extended*^ their conquests over the most fruitfal*^ parts 
of Asia, Africa, and Europe. 



CONFUCIUS. 

Confucius was bom about^ 551 years before the birth* 
of Christ ; he was descended' from one of the first £m- 
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pcrors* of Cfaina. His descendants^ still^ have a titled of 
distmction,^ and are exempted^ from the payment^^^ of 
taxes. Confucius was leamed^^ in the ancient^^ lan- 
guages, ^^ and in his thirtieth year devoted** himself to the 
study of philosophy. He led** a most austere*^ life, and 
slept *7 on the earth '« with no other pillow*^ but^® his 
arm. He had three thousand disciples, and lived to the 
age of seventy-three. A great part of the national reli- 
gion of China, and of its laws,** is founded** on the 
moral*' writings** of Confucius. In many cities^* of 
China, splendid*^ colleges are erected*^ to his memory.** 



THE ROBIN RED-BREAST. 

The robin* red-breast is a bird* well' known* in all 
parts of Europe ; his song* is very soft^ and sweet^. The 
robin is known by his red^ forehead,9 throat,*® and 
breast;** his head,** a part of his neck,*' back,** and 
tail** are of the colour*^ of ash,*7 tinged** with green.*^ 
The robin builds*® its nest** in different** places ;*' its 
young** are very delicate.** In winter*^ the robin is very 
tame,*7 and often pays*® its visits*^ even to the houses ^t) 
of men,'* hopping'* fearlessly" into a kitchen,'* or a par- 
lour.'* 



THE MAGPIE.* 

The magpie is a crafty* bird ; it is addicted' to steal- 
ing.* On a theft* of a bird of this species^ is founded^ 
the tale* of the ^' Maid^ and the Magpie." A magpie 
Btole^® a silver** spoon,** — ^the servant*'-maid was accused 
D 3 
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of the theft, and condemned to he executed. ^^ As the 
officers^^ of justice^^ conducted^? her to the phice of exe- 
cution, ^8 the magpie was seen'^ to carry*® (as she carried) 
another booty^^ to the spire** of a church.** It was pur- 
sued,** the lost spoon was found,** and the innocent*^ girl 
was acquitted.*7 



THE HORSB.i 

The horse is one of the most beautiful* and useful* of 
all domestic* animals.* Arabia produces^ the most swift,7 
the most generous,® and the most persevering^ breed. ^® 
The horses of the Arabians are the principal^ ^ source^^ of 
their support ;** they use^* them in the chase,** and in 
their expeditions^^ for plunder.*^ They never'® force them 
to carry heavy i9 burdens, *o nor** to take long** journeys ;** 
they are very tractable** and familiar;** they are left*^ 
without keepers*^ in the fields,*® but they foUow*9 wil- 
lingly*® when they are called** by their masters. The 
Arabs never beat** nor correct** their horses, but they 
treat** them with kindness** and affection.*^ 



THE ATTACHMENT* OF AN ARAB FOR HIS 
HORSE. 

The whole* property* of an Arab consisted* in his 
horse. The French* Consul at Said wished^ to purchase? 
it as a present® for his King. The Arab, pressed^ by 
poverty,*® hesitated** for a long time; but the Consul 
offered** a very large** sum,** till he gave** his consent.*^ 
A day was appdnted*? for the sale ;*® the Arab arrived*' 
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with his magmficent2<> courser ; he dismounted^^ but was 
very agitated.** He looked*' first at the gold, then at his 
horse, and heaving** a deep** sigh,*^ he exclaimed :*7 " To 
whom shall I surrender*® thee; to an European, *9 who 
will beat and make thee miserable.'o Return'* with me, 
my jewel,'* and rejoice" the heart'* of my children.'^ 
He sprang'^ upon his back and disappeared in a few'7 
moments.'® 



LONDON STONE. 

London Stone is a well known remnant* of antiquity ;* 
it stands' against* the southern* waU of St. Swithin's 
church^ in the City of London. Although?^ it is now a 
mere fragment® it is still an interesting^ object^® with 
those who associate** the recollection** of past*' events 
with existing** monuments.** This venerable*^ monument 
was considered*^ in former*® times with superstitious*^ 
zeal,*^ and many of the inhabitants of the city beUeved,** 
that their happiness** and safety*' depended** on its pre- 
servation.** This ancient monument is mentioned*^ by 
HolUngshed in his account*^ of the insurrection*® of Jack 
Cade. When that leader*^ of the rebellious'® populace'* 
forced'* his way into the capital, he struck" with his 
sword'* upon London Stone, and exclaimed, "Now is 
Mortimer lord'* of this city." Some'^ antiquaries'7 con- 
sider this stone'® as a Roman miliary, '9 from which the 
Romans measured*® their roads** as from a centre.** But 
others are of opinion,*' that it was rather** a monument 
in a Roman forum, for some pavement** and other remains 
of Roman workmanship*^ and buildings*^ were discovered 
upon*® diggmg*9 in the adjoining*® ground.** 
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THE MICROSCOPE.! 

l^e inyention^ of the microscope diBclosed^ to the eye* 
of the inquirer* into the wonders^ of the creation^ a new* 
world of minute^ aniTnalts^o the existence^* of which was 
until that time unknown. By the power^^ of this instru- 
ment >' it was discovered that every drop^* of impure^* 
water^^ contained^^ thousands of living creatures, which 
are invisible^® to the naked*^ eye. The rapid^® and appa- 
rently^i hostile^- movemwit^s of the larger kind^* of these 
creatures among their smaller^* companions*^ induced*^ 
the belief28 that they devoured-^ each^ other ; but lateral 
observers'^ have asserted, '^ that this was an erroneous''* 
^supposition.'* The microscope gave'^ origin'^ to many 
other discoveries.38 The corallines'^ and sponges,*^ for 
instance, had long been considered as belonging** either to 
the vegetable*^ or mineral kingdom ;*' but the Httle archi- 
tects who build** and inhabit** their minute ceUs*^ were 
discovered by the aid of this instrument. Several theories 
of naturalist»*7 were made clear*^ to the eye, and thus 
established, *9 while others were rejected,*^* as it was made 
palpable** to the sight, *2 that they were without*' founda- 
tion.** The smallest creature which has been discovered 
is called** Monade. At first it appeared*^ to be without 
trace*7 of organization ; but the recent*® discoveries of a 
German naturalist Professor Ehrenberg, have proved*^ that 
even this, the smallest of the infusory^ animals is in pos- 
session^* of four distinct^^ stomachs.^'. 



MOUNT* ETNA. 

This mount is situated^ in the island' of Sicily. It is 
by far* the largest volcano in Europe, and on a clear day 
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it maybe seen from the ifibmd of Malta, which is 150 
miles^ distant.^ The most extensive^ lavas of Vesuyius 
are of about^ seven miles length,^ while*® those of Etna 
extend*! sometimes** to more*^ than** twenty miles. A 
journey*^ to the crater of Etna is considered as a danger- 
ou8*6 and important*^ enterprise.**^ The distance*^ j&rom 
the city of Catania, at the foot'® of Mount Etna, to the 
summit** is about thirty miles. But the curious** of 
every age were inchned*^ to ascend** and examine** it. 
It is divided*^ into three distint regions ;*7 the cultivated*® 
region, which extends twelve miles upwards*^ from the 
foot, contains beautiful^® meadows,^* vines, 3* and fruit** 
trees in abundance,** besides** towns, *^ villages, *7 and 
monasteries.*® * The woody*i> or temperate*® region, is 
mild** and pleasant;** its turf** is covered** with aro- 
matic** plants,*^ and the gulfs*^ which formerly*® threw*J> 
out torrents*® of fire,** are now transformed** into woody 
valleys;** the chesnut** and the oak** grow*^ here to a 
prodigious*^ size.*® The desert*^ region begins<^ about a 
mile frY>m the summit ; the lower^* part^* is covered with 
snow^* during the winter, but the upper^ part is clothed^* 
with this fleecy^ garment^^ all the year. The cone^ 
consists^s in a httle steep7® mountain, about a quarter"* 
of a mile high,7« situated in the centre^-^ of a small 
plain ;7* the bottom^* of the crater is a plain of about 
two-thirds?^ of a mile, from which a column?? of smoke?® 
constantly issues.?^ The liquid,®® burning®* matter,®* 
constantly boiling®* and waving,®* may be clearly seen 
within an opening®^ in the side of the crater. The erup- 
tion®* of Etna, in the night®? of the 31st, October, 1832, 
was of particular®® violence. ®9 A column of smoke and 
flamed issued from the foot of the cone on the northern^* 
side of the summit, and an immense^ quantity^* of fiery 
and liquid matter was dischai^d^* from the crater on the 
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westerns^* side, and divided itself into numerous^* burning 
streams. The increased^^ noise97 of the streaming^^ lava, 
and immense columns of thick^o black^*^ smoke an- 
nounced^oi at the next^^* moming^o^, that the violence of 
the eruption was increased. The eruption ceased^®* on 
the second day, but a violent' ^^ shock, i<>^ and a fresh^^ 
quantity of smoke foretold a fresh eruption in the even- 
ing*^ of the third day. A new shock was felt^^ about 
two hours^^^ before midnight ;^^^ a thick smoke, mingled^^* 
with flames, broke^^^ forth, and the thunder^ ^'* became 
louder"* and louder. The burning matter issued from 
four different openings, and enormous masses of burning 
substances^i^ were thrown to a great height, mingled with 
vast volumes"^ of flame and smoke. The shocks of 
earthquakes^® were so violent, that horses, cattle, ^^9 and 
other animals fled in terror^^o fj^j^^ i}^q]j> places^^^ of pas- 
ture. ^^^ The current *23 Qf the lava was enlarged^** by the 
continuedi25 affluencei^^ of fresh matter, and it rushed^^? 
with great violence towards^^s a fertile^^^ district^^o of 
vineyards and orchards, ^^^ belonging to the inhabitants of 
Bronte. This enormous fiery current lasted^^g during more 
than twelve days ; it annihilated^^^ the expense^^* and 
labour^^s of many years, and left in the place of trees and 
shrubs^^^ nothingS^T^ but hnmense masses of lava and 
cinders. S3® 



THE CADENHAM OAK. 

In the neighbourhoods of the village of Cadenham, in 
the New Forest^ of Hampshire, stands^ a singular* and 
remarkable* tree, called the Cadenham Oak. This tree is 
distinguished by the particular circumstance^ that it buds^ 
*very year in the midst of winter. The village of Ca- 
denham is situated at a bend® in the road^ which leads^o 
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to Salisbury. It is surrounded'^ by a beautiful part of the 
forest. A number'* of visitors^^ are drawn'* to it eyery 
year by the fame'^ of its oak tree. A belief prevails'^ 
amongst the inhabitants of this forest, that the oak 
always'^ buds at the morning of Christmas'^ day, and that 
it has leaves'9 only on this day. This tale has probably-<> 
its origin from the circumstance, that the cold^' and 
severity22 of the weather*^ at that season^* causes^s that 
the new and tender*^ leaves wither*^ and decays* at the 
same day on which they bud. The tree continues -9 
torpid^^* after its early^^ budding'* like'* other trees of its 
kind, and buds again'* in the spring'* at the usual'^ 
season. But if we put'7 aside'^ any superstitious'9 view,***, 
there remains*^ a sufficient** cause,*' to excite** our admi- 
ration, ** and to arrest*^ our attention.*^ It is certainly*® 
something*^ very singular in an oak, that regularly^ 
puts*' forth its leaves at this period of the year; but 
perhaps** we may account*' for this extraordinary** cir- 
cumstance, if we suppose,** that the specimen*^ of this 
tree belongs originally*^ to an eastern*® country, *9 and that 
it was brought^^^ by some traveller,^' who planted^* it in 
this ground. It is a law^' of nature, that every plant 
follows^* the peculiar inclination^ of its innate^^ propen- 
sity.^7 The oak, in its native^ land, would bud and bear 
leaves at the time, which there would be spring. Re- 
moved^9 into this country, it shows^o its natural^i inclina- 
tion, although the severity of the season prevents^* its 
maturity.7' 



15.— THE CASTLE' OF WARKWORTH. 

Amongst* the most beautiful of the rivers' in the north 
of England is the Coquet, which rises* in the north-west 
part of Northumberhmd. From the lofty* hills^ of this 
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connty7 it tums^ eastward^ with a dear and rapid*^ 
stream^i through^^ one of the most fertile^^ and pic- 
turesque^* districtsi^ in the country. About a mile from 
the mouth^^ of this river, on the summit of a lofty rock,'T 
stands^fl the Castle of Warkworth. The view^9 from 
hence-? is very extensive-^ and various. ^^ The Fern 
Islands he scattered^^ on the surface^* of the water, and at 
a httle distance are seen the mouths of the river Coquet, 
and Coquet Island, with its ruined*^ monastery. To the 
north appears^s a richly ^7 cultivated country; westward 
the banks of the river graced^® with Httle woodlands.*J> 
To the south hes an extensive plain which inclines**^ 
towards the sea,^^ crowded^^ with villages, and oma- 
mented^' with woods. The village of Wark worth is' 
situated on the northern inclination^* of this hill, and it 
fonns35 a pleasant though steep^^ entrance^^ to the castle. 
Its appearance^s excites, ^9 however, not the idea of one of 
those rugged*^ fortresses,*^ which were solely*^ destined** 
for war; whose gloomy** towers** suggest*^ to the ima- 
gination*7 only dungeons*^ and chains ;*9 but rather that 
of a mansion*^' of ancient hospitality.^^ The castle and 
barony*2 of Warkworth belonged to Roger Fitzgerald, who 
held*3 them by the grant^ of Henry the Second ; they 
remained in his family** for several generations.*^ The 
male*7 issue*^ of this family was, however, extinct, *9 and 
the castle and barony were bestowed^® xip^n Henry Percy, 
the ancestor<5i of the Earls^^ of Northumberland, by the 
King Edward the Third. They have remained in the pos- 
session of the noble^3 qj^^ illustrious house of Percy for 
several generations ; this castle was the favourite^* resi- 
dencc^* of the Percy family ; but about the middle6<5 of 
the seventeenth century^^ it has been abandoned, ^^ and 
since it has fallen^ to decay .7® On the north bank of the 
Coquet, about half a mile west of the castle is Warkworth 
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Henmtage«7i which has obtained?^ great fame by the beau- 
tiful poem,73 the Hermit?* of Warkworth. The ap- 
proach?^ is kept?^ in good order^?? and its original?^ formed 
is still preserved.®^ A narrow®^ walk®* on the bank of the 
river leads to the door®^ of this ancient place. A grove^^ 
of oaks at the summit of the rock casts^^ a solemn®^ 
shade,^ and a spring^ at the foot of the rock formerly 
sapplied^d the hermit with it's pureS^ water. It is the 
universald^ tradition,^^ that the first hermit belonged to 
the family of Bertram, which had considerable^^ posses- 
sions in the county. He imposed^* this penance^^ upon 
himself to expiate^ the murder^? of his brother,98 whom 
he had slain»d^ goaded^^ by jealousy.^®* 



THE CITY OF AMSTERDAM. 

Amsterdam the capital^ of Holland is situated at the 
mouth of the river Amstel, which is formed by the junc- 
tion* of two rivulets,* near the village of Uithoom, a few 
tiiiles from Amsterdam. This city is built in the form* of 
a creBcent,^ and it is nine miles and a half in circumfer- 
ence.^ It covers a space? of about 900 acres,® and it is 
surrounded by a ditch,9 about eight feet wide,^° bordered** 
by a row" of trees. The greater part of the inhabitants 
are engaged** in trade.** Many of the poorer classes live 
in cellars*^ under the houses of the rich, and others in 
apartments*^ which are erected*? on the decks*® of their 
vessels.*^ The soil«^ is so marshy,^* that the whole town 
is built upon piles, ** which are driven''* into the mud,** 
and on which are laid*''* strong*^ planks*? of oak. An 
immense quantity of timber*® is employed*^ in the con- 
struction*^ of this city, as each of these piles are about 
inorty feet long. The Amstel divides the town into t^b 

X 
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parts i in the centre- of the town it changeB^^ its namcf 
and adopts'^ that of Bokin ; then it flows*' under 
this name to the Exchange,** beneath** which it passes,*^ 
and after this passage*^ it is called the Damrak. The 
town is intersected'^ by an immense number of canals, 
which divide it into small islands ; they are connected*^ 
together*® by two hundred and ninety bridges*^ of wood 
or stone> which, howeyer, are so contrived*^ as to (that 
they) allow** a free passage for vessels of every descrip- 
tion.** 

These canals are very useful** in a commercial*^ view ;*^ 
but the water is stagnant, *» and large quantities of filth*^ 
are continually thrown into it. It would soon become a 
dangerous*^ nuisance,*^ were not means** taken** for 
cleansing.** Mills** are constructed for the express*^ pur- 
pose*7 to give motion*® to the water ; the stagnant water 
is discharged*^ and fresh supplies^ are introduced^^ from 
the Amstel. The water of these canals, is about eight or 
nine feet deep, and the mud at the bottom five or 
six feet more. The surface is of an olive^* coloured 
green.^* The smell^* is often very unpleasant ;^* but it 
cannot be so unwholesome^ as some persons have sup« 
posed, for few cities can boast^^ of possessing more robust^ 
and healthy^d inhabitants than Amsterdam. It is said,. 
however, that no cavalry^® are kept^i here, as the horses, 
become ill7« from the bad^* quality^* of the water. The 
inhabitants are supplied with water for domestic^* pur- 
poses from the river Vegt; this water is sold^^ in the 
streets at about a farthing for a pail.^^ The price?® some- 
times79 increases®® in winter to sixpence. Rain-water is®* 
carefully collected®* in cisterns.®* The port®* of Amster^ 
dam is a mile and a half in length, and above a thousand 
paces®* in breadth;®^ it is fiUed with a multitude®? of 
vesseb^ forming a kind of floating®® city. The town 19

defended^ against the encroachment^o of the water, and 
the drifting^i of masses of ice,9« by a double^* row of 
piles driyen into the ground, and connected together by 
horizontals^ beams. Between these piles are twenty-one 
openings,93 through which the ships pass in and out, and 
which are shutJ>^ eyery eyening at the ringing^r of a bell,^ 
so that no yessel can arriyeS^ or depart^^ from the 
quay.^<>i The port bell is rung in summer^^ about*^^ ten 
o'clock,*®* and in winter at half^o^-past four, (half to fiye.) 
The heavyio^ ships he in a sort*^ of basin*^® outside^^ the 
barriers, called the Laag. The herringi*<> tower* ^^ on the 
quay exhibits*** one of the busiest*** scenes on the re- 
turn*** of the boats**5 from the herring fishery ;**fi as the 
merchants**^ hold**^ their meetings**^ on this place. The 
commencement**® of the season is hailed*-* with eyery 
demonstration*** of joy. An ornamented garland*** is 
tung*** oyer the door**^ of eyery house where herrings are 
•old. The first herrings that are brought to market, **7 are 
sold at sixpence and eyen a shilling a-piece. This fishery 
was always considered so important, that the first 
draught**^ of herrings is presented to the King. 

Amsterdam has no beautifrd squares, **9 like those of 
London, nor**® is there any remarkable bridge except*** 
that oyer the river Amstel which is built of brick*** and 
stone, and is tolerably*** handsome ;*** it is called the 
Loyers bridge, and presents a good view of the city« 
Most of the houses are built of brick, they are lofty and 
pointed*** at the top ; in some parts of the town they are 
constructed with two fronts,**^ one towards the street, and 
the other towards a canal. Some of them haye stone 
fronts, with balconies**^ and columns**^ in the Italian**^ 
style;**® but many of the best houses are disfigured,*** 
as the centre*** windows*** of the upper*** story*** are 
transformed**^ into doors, through which merchandise**^ 
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of every kind is drawn^^s by a cnne^*o fixed at the top of 
the house. For the inhabitants of HoUand, however 
wealthy^*<> they may be, are always disposed^*! to trade. 
Many of the houses, except in the centre of the town, 
liave gardens. The apartments are ornamented with 
taste,^^* and the walls**^ are painted^^* with a series of 
landscapes^^^ in oil-colours.*^ All the principal build- 
ings have a profusion^^r of windows, but this is more for 
ornament*^ than light, *^ for the inhabitants love retire- 
ment so much that the blinds*^ are seldom drawn up. 
The mode of building is very different from the general*^^ 
proceeding ;i^« they commence not at the foundation, ^^ 
but they begin at the top and build downwards.*^ The 
large beams by which the roof^^ and attics^^^ are sup- 
ported, ^^7 rest*^ in the walls of the adjoining houses, and 
the attic is often seen hanging in the air*<^ for a consider- 
able time before the other parts of the building are com- 
menced. One advantage*7o of this method is, that the 
lower*7i part is kept*7« dry,i73 and the workmeni^* can at 
all times proceed^TS with their labours.^^^ The lower part 
of the houses contracts*?? towards the foundation, which 
rests upon piles driven into the mud. Many of the houses 
lean*78 consequently towards the street, and some of them 
are several feet out of the perpendicular*79 line,*®^ particu- 
larly at the comers*^* of the streets, where they are stiU 
more contracted, in order to allow greater room*^'^ to the 
passengers. The use of wheel*^^ carriages is by law 
limited*^^ to a certain number, that the foundations of the 
houses may not be disturbed*^ by the roUing*^ of these 
velucles*B7 along the streets. The number which is ad- 
mitted by the law is very small, compared*^ with the 
size*^^ of the city. The inhabitants use in their place a 
carriage of peculiar form ; it consists in a coach^^o fixed 
upon a sledge, *9* and drawn by one horse; the driver*^^ 
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walks by the side, be holds the vehicle with one hand to 
prevent^^s its falling, and with the other the reins.^9* It . 
holds four persons, and its movement is at the rate^W of 
about three miles an hour. The town-hall, ^96 which is now 
the royal »97 palfice,i98 holds the first place among the public 
buildings. It is indeed^ss a wonderful edifice, if we con- 
sider that Holland fumi8hes^o<> no stones, and that the 
foundation of the building, like that of all others, was 
muddy. The latter circumstance rendered^oi it necessary to 
lay an artificial*^ foundation of extraordinary***^ construe- . 
tion*<>* and magnitude.**^ This palace rests upon thirty 
thousand, six hundred and ninety-five trees, the first of 
which was driven in the mud on the 20th of January, 
1648 ; and the last on the 6th of October in the same 
year. The first stone with a suitable*^ inscription*^ was 
laid on the same day. This mighty edifice was com- 
pleted*^ about seven years afterwards,*^ and the ex- 
penses**<* amounted**^ to two millions sterling. The prin- 
cipal architect was John Van Eampen, who acted*^* under 
the control**' of four burgomasters.*** The form of the 
building is square, its front is two hundred and eighty feet, 
its depth**^ two hundred and fifty, and its height one hun- 
dred and sixteen. The front of the palace has seven small 
doors, which were intended**^ for the representatives**^ of 
the seven united**® provinces.* *£> The want**o of a grand 
entrance*** is a great defect,*** which excites**' the sur-. 
prise*** of every traveller. But the magistrates,**' who 
had the superintendence**^ of the building, ordered**7 this 
peculiar construction, in order to prevent the access**® of 
the mob,«*9 in case*'® of a tumult.*'* At the angles*'* of 
the building are pavillions*" ornamented with eagles*'^ of 
gilt«35 bronze, and with imperial*'^ crowns.*'^ Maximi- 
lian, emperor*'® of Germany, presented*'^ them to the 
city. Thirty pilasters**** of the composite*** order,**^ are 
£ 3 
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ranged^^' along the second story ; a second range of the 
Corinthian^** order forms a third story ; they are adorned 
with sculpture,^*^ presenting the figures**^ of Peace,^^? 
Prudence,**8 Justice,**^ Strength,25o Temperance,«*i and 
Yigilance.^^^ The principal hall in the palace is a splen- 
did*53 apartment ; the walls are entirely^^ of white 
marble,^^* and are hung with trophies^^e and standards.^^i 
The gates^^ of the grand entrance are beautifiilly exe- 
cuted, and a colonnade^^ of Corinthian pillars of red and 
white marble stands over this entrance. The roof is 
painted with allegorical^^<> figures, and the celestial^^^ 
globes^ss are delineated*^^ upon the floor^^* in brass^^* and 
various266 coloured marbles. On the ground-floor of the 
palace were formerly^^r deposited^^ the vast treasures***^ 
of the bank^To of Amsterdam, which at one period of com- 
mercial prosperity27i amounted^* to forty miUions sterl- 
ing. The prospect jfrom the tower is very extensive, it 
commands273 the whole city and its environs ;^* the tower 
contains a great number of bells, the largest of which 
weighs*75 between^^e gix and seven thousand pounds. 

About four or Ave miles from Amsterdam is Brock, one 
of the most curious^^r villages in Holland. The streets 
are divided^^s by little rivulets ;279 the houses are formed 
of wood, painted green and white, they are whimsical*^® 
in their appearance*®^ but remarkably neat.^^e They are 
like a number of mausolea,283 for the silence^^* of death 
reigns285 throughout the whole village. The inhabitants 
have formed a peculiar association^^ among themselves, 
and they never admit a stranger^^ within their houses^ 
even among themselves they hold but httle intercourse.^aa 
They are generally rich, and so attached^^g to their homes, 
that during an inundation which took place several years 
ago, and flooded^^ the whole village, none of them was 
induced^s* to leave^^s his house ; they retreated-^^ to the 
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upper stories, and receiyed their provisions^d* in boats. 
The shutters W of the windows are generally kept closed*^^ 
as the principal door is never opened^^ except at a bap« 
tisnij^Q® a marriage,«99 or a death. The streets are paved^^ 
in mosaic^^^ work, and are kept with the greatest care. 
No carriages are allowed, and it is said, that formerly pas- 
sengers were obliged by a law to take^^^ off their shoes 
before they entered them. The Httle yards^^^^ of the 
houses are eovered with sand, and the gardens contain 
Boological'"** coUections^o* of deer,^^ dogs,^^ and pea- 
cocks,*^ which are cut^oQ out of wood, whilst wooden 
swans^io and ducks*** cover the small pieces of water with 
which the ground is intersected. 



HUNTINGi TIGERS. 

It is well known, that most parts of India are still 
infested^ with wild beasts.* In all situations, except those 
most inhabited, the lion,^ or the tiger, or the buffalo, 
render a passage through the jungles, or thickets,^ in an 
extreme^ degree dangerous.7 It is essential,^ therefore, to 
the safety^ of the inhabitants, that these powerful ene- 
mies should be kept in subjection;*^ and this desirable^* 
object is effected*^ by enterprising** and intrepid** persons, 
at the hazard** of their own personal safety. 

In the pursuit*^ of the formidable*? tiger, the elephant 
is a most useful assistant, *& and in this work it displays^^ 
the greatest sagacity^^ and courage. Such is its care^* of 
its rider,^^ that, in passing through the jungles, whenever 
a branch hangs in the way of the howdah, or seat^* raised 
on his back,^* although the elephant itself could easily 
pass in security under it, yet, knowing it would incom-

mode^ its master, the conBidente*^ animal seizes^ it with 
its traiik,<8 and rends*^ it off,*® that no inconvenience^^ 
may be suatained*^ by his rider. So, also, it is most 
usefol in giving notice of a tiger approaching,** for, when- 
ever an elephant scents*^ a tiger, which it can do at some 
distance, it utters** a shrill*^ cry.*7 But it is in the 
attack*^ that it chiefly displays its powers of useftdness : 
for then it raises its trunk perpendicularly, so that when 
the tiger charges, *9 it may be prepared*® to repel*^ the 
attack, as also to prevent a surprise ;^^ since, ^ if the 
tiger can seize^ the trunk, the elephant is disarmed.^ 
The leaps,*^ or springs,*^ which a tiger makes in its 
charge,^ are truly astonishing, yet a well-trained^ ele- 
phant will, generally, succeed in repelling the most 
furious*® attack, by dashing** the springing tiger to the 
earth with its trunk, when, if its foe*« is stunned** or 
maimed*^ by the fall, or wounded by the rifle** of the 
rider, the ponderous*^ foot of the mighty beast will 
actually*'' crush*^ the fallen victim, *9 and at once complete 
its destruction.^ But it sometimes happens,^* that an 
elephant tums<5« away from the contest ;^* and when this 
is the case, the life of the rider is in the greatest jeopardy,^^ 
for the tiger can easily climb up on the elephant in the 
rear,^ and seize the person in the howdak before he can 
turn to defend^ himself. An instance^^ of such a seizure** 
occurred^ some few years ago. The circumstances were 
these. 

A party of Europeans, consisting of some indigo- 
planter8,7® and of some officers^^ of a regiment stationed'* 
in their neighbourhood,^* went^* into the jungles for the 
purposed* of shooting^^ tigers. They had not proceeded'^ 
far, before they roused'® an immense tigress, which, with 
the greatest intrepidity,'^ charged the line of elephants on 
which they were seated. At this moment, a female^ eie- 
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phanty in the direct point of attack, which had been ktdy 
purchased, and was hitherto®^ nntried,®^ through dread^^ 
of the approaching enemy, turned suddenly round to fly 
from the field of battle. It was in vain that the mohaut^ 
or driver, exerted all his skill®* to turn her towards the 
tigress. The active^ creature, therefore, instantly sprang 
upon her back, and seizing the person in the hotodah by 
the thigh,^ speedily brought him to the ground; then 
throwing him, quite stunned by the fall, over her 
shoulders, just in the same manner as a fox®7 carries^ a 
goose,^ she started^^ off to the jungle. Every rifle was 
pointed at her ; but no one dared^^ to fire,9* because^^ of 
the position in which the captive^* lay on the tigress's 
back. She went through the jungle -grass^^ much faster 
than the elephants could, so that the party soon lost sight 
of their prey ;96 yet they were enabled to traced her by 
the blood in her track ;9® and, as a forlom^^ hope, they 
resolved^*^ to follow on, to see if it were possible to save 
the remains^®^ of their Mend from the jaws^^ of the fero- 
ciousi^'^ brute. As they proceeded, the traces grew^^ 
fainter*®* and fainter, imtil at length,*^ bewildered*^ in 
the heart of the jungle, they were about to give up the 
search*^ in despair, i<^ when all at once, they came, most 
unexpectedly, "<* upon the objects of their pursuit. To 
their infinite astonishment they beheld*** the tigress lying 
dead upon the long jungle-grass, still griping**^ fast the 
limb**^ of their unfortunate companion in her tremendous 
jaws ; whilst he, though still sensible, was unable, from 
loss of blood, to reply to the questions put to him. To 
extricate*** his leg from the creature's mouth they found 
impossible, without first cutting off her head. This there- 
fore was immediately done, and the jaws being separated, 
the fangs were drawn out of the wounds ; and, as one of 
the party was a surgeon,*** the patient**^ was properly* *7 
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attended^iB to ; and the party had the great felicity of re- 
taming^^d ifith their Mend, rescued'^® from the most peri- 
lous situation, and with hopes of his recovery.^^^ He was 
taken to the nearest village, and he was in a short time 
able to see his friends, when he explained to them the 
means by which he was preserved. 

For some time^^« after the animal had seized him, it ap- 
peared that he had continued^s' insensible, being stunned 
by the fall, faint from the loss of blood, as well as from 
the pain^«* which her fangs inflicted.^^^ When he came 
to himself, he discovered that he was lying on the back of 
the tigress, who was trotting*^^ along at a smart*^ pace 
through the jungle, whilst at times, his face and hands 
received the most violent scratches, ^^^ jprojn the thoms^*^ 
and bushes through which she dragged^'^ him. He gave 
himself up as lost, considering that not the least glimpse^^^ 
of hope remained, and consequently, determined to lie 
quietly on her back, waiting*^* the issue — ^when it struck 
him that he had a pair^^^ of pistols^^* in his girdle, i^ with 
which he might yet destroy his enemy. After several 
attempts, ^36 which, from the weakness"^ which the loss 
of blood had occasioned, proved^*"^ ineffectual,'^ he at 
length succeeded in drawing one of them from the belt, 
and directed it at the creature's head. He fired, but the 
only effect which it seemed to produce, ^*<* was, that she 
put her fangs more dosely'^^ in his flesh; her pace was 
quickened. 1^^ From the pain he again fainted away ; and 
remained totally unconscious of what was passing for some 
minutes. However, recovering a little, he determined to 
try the effect of another shot, in a different place. Draw- 
ing the remaining pistol from his girdle, and pointing the 
muzzle under the bkde'^-bone of the shoulder, in the 
direction of the heart, he once more fired : the tigress fell 
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dead in a moment, and neither howled**^ nor stru^led*^ 
after she fell. » 

But he was not yet out of danger. He had not the 
power to call out for aid, and consequently, though he 
heard his Mends approaching, he feared, lest they might 
pass the spot, without observing where he lay. Happily, 
however, it proved otherwise, and thus his life was saved. 
Under medicali*7 care, he recovered from his wounds; 
and though, as his thigh was so dreadfully**^ tom**** by 
the fangs of the tigress, he afterwards* *9 suffered from 
lameness,*^ yet he had reason*^* to be thankfiil*^^ for his 
preservation.*^*
